We have finished grading our schools and expect to 
see better results and improvement along all school lines. 

We have introduced Report Cards which have stimu- 
lated pupils to better work and keep parents informed as. 
to the progress of the puptls. 

We have introduced new readers for the first four 
grades which have encouraged the teachers for better work 
and increased the interest of the children. We hope to add 
new readers for the higher grades. We need histories and 
arithmetics, also reference books for the seventh and eighth 
grades. 
I wish to call attention to the new laws relating to the 
raising of school money. A little study of them will enable 
us at our coming School Meeting to vote intelligently on 
the very important question of school appropriations.
